
CHEERS FOR FIGHTING SEVENTH 
AS LONG SERVICE MEN RETURN 

Men Who Fought Since Neuve Chapelle Among Party 
Who Reached Victoria To-day; Hearty Welcome for 
Historic Regiment; Some of Its Heroes 


Greeted with a scene of enthusiasm corresponding to that which 
marked the occasion of the homecoming of the 2nd 0. M. K.'a re¬ 
cently. mauy veterans of the famous Seventh Battalion were wel¬ 
comed back to Victoria this morning and again this afternoon. Some 
preferred not to wait for the formal reception. To-day'a greeting to 
the fifty veterans who came to Victoria, with the addition of thirty 
or forty men for other parts of the Island, was the spontaneous wel¬ 
come of proud relatives anil admiring frieuds of the men who have so 
gallantly done their duty in the great strugggle. An organised re¬ 
ception of the men is planned to take place at the Alexandra Club on 
May I, the men who will by that time be demobilized wearing their 
uniforms for the occasion. onner Seventh men under hospital 
treatment will also participate. 


A blf reception wan accorded to the 
boys when they arrived at Vancouver, 
and the reception wan repeated for the 
Ialund men as they stepped off the 
Wharf. mayor Porter and member* 
of tile Welcome Club were waiting and 
had arranged for a supply of automo¬ 
biles to convey the men to the Willows 
Camp or to their homes. A long time 
before the boat arrived expectant re¬ 
latives. many of whom carried flags 
and banners to wave as the lads left 
the \boat. occupied points of vantage 
on the landing stage and elsewhere. 
Former members of the battalion were 
also on hand to welcome home the 
comrades they left carrying on the 
fight. In which they had received in¬ 
juries which haU necessitated their 
return to Canada. In some Instances 
the men were renewing a friendship 
started on the battlefield and in which 
there had aince been a breach of three 
eventful years. 

In connection with the reception at 
the wharf this afternoon, the Univer¬ 
sity School Cadet Corps, of which Cap¬ 
tain Harvey tone of the flrst officers of 
the 7th Battalion killed In action) was 
the head, will parade through the city 
and take up Ite position at the entrance 
to the gangway at Belleville Street just 
before the arrival of the boat. The 
Foundation Company Band will alao be 
present and will furnlah military mualc. 

Suffered' Heavily. 

Original members of the Seventh 
Battalion, some of whom have fought 
since 1916 until the signing of the 
armistice, were Included In the party 
which arrived In Victoria this after¬ 
noon. Others were men of Victoria 
battalions who joined the 7th Bat¬ 
talion In France, many reinforcements 
having been sent to the unit to fill the 
gups left in the ranks during the many 
hard-fought battles In which the bat¬ 
talion has won fame. 

The latest statistics show that about 
1.109 members of the battalion were 
killed or taken prisoners, and the 
wounded number considerably more 
thsir^that. It was stated by an officer 
recently returned from the training 
camps In Rugland that the 7th Bat¬ 
talion had more men sent to It for re¬ 
inforcements than any other Canadian 
unit 

From Ranks to Colons!. 

The present commanding officer, 
Lieut.-Col. Gilson, joined the 7th with 
the contingent of the 102nd Rocky 
Mountain Rangers from Kamloops, 
when tbo battalion was formed at Val- 
cartler. He was made color-sergeant 
of O Company, and when the four 
double companies were formed he was 
promoted to company sergeant-major. 
He had the honor of being chosen as 
one of the non-coms, of the Canadian 
contingent which went to Ixmdun from 
Halishury Plains for the opining of 
Parliament .In the fall of 1914. During 
the battle of ypres he received his 
commission as a lieutenant, and after 
the battle of Festubert. when Capt. 
Gardner, the adjutant, was wounded, 
Lieut. Gilson was given the post. 
After that his promotion was rapid, 
and he has had command bf the bat¬ 
talion for the past two years,

From Neuve 
Chapelle to the victorious march to 
fhf Rhine, the famous Seventh Bat¬ 
talion has acquitted Itself with 
glory, the members of each new 
draft which was sent to the bat¬ 
talion immediately assimilating the 
spirit of the Seventh and striving 
to maintain the traditions of the 
unit to which they became proud 
members.

Although the Federal Minister of the Interior 
officially frowned upon community settlement for 
soldiers and deelared the idea to be economieally 
unsound, the Provincial Land Settlement Board 
lias decided to put the thing to a test. Nobody can 
say yet whether the plan arranged for the Court¬ 
enay district will be a sueees* or a failure. It never 
has been tried before on anything like a largo 
scale in British Columbia, but we-ahoitW remem¬ 
ber we are liviug in times when a great many 
ancient theories are being relegated to the scrap 
heap. Furthermore, the fact thaat those who are 
about to develop the lands at Courtenay arc men 
who want to make British Columbia a better place 
in which to live, will go a long way to assist the 
various enterprisoa that will be launched, as tho 
community expands, by former battlefield com¬ 
rades who wisli to work in the peaceful atmosphere 
of war's cameraderie. 

We arc glad to note the policy of the re-organ¬ 
ized Provincial Board. Its provision for the com¬ 
munity and co-operative idea to commence in 
practical fashion with the actual clearing of tho 
land should accentuate the intereat of the soldier 
settlers in this task. To clear their land at four 
dollars a day with the knowledge that they will 
own it afterwards should be an encouraging in¬ 
centive. And by placing the "canteens” under 
their own.control on a profit-sharing basis auto¬ 
matically eliminates profiteering opportunities. 
There are to be no contractora’ profits, tho firm 
which will superintend the work merely taking a 
small commission qn the pay-roll for its services. 
This is sound policy and the fact that a returned 
soldier is a member of the firm engaged is in keep¬ 
ing with the spirit of the enterprise. In Lieut. 
Walker, who is to be the "official selecter” of the 
men to take part in the plan, the Board has a rep¬ 
resentative of all returned men in British Colum¬ 
bia and one who has given much study to coiumuu- 
ity settlement from every point of view. 

Taken altogether, the Land Settlement Board 
of British Columbia lias embarked upon a policy 
which may easily .compreheud many new com¬ 
munities of suldier-citizcos at no distant date. The 
Province needs greater agricultural production and 
the only way to secure that and commensurate in¬ 
dustrial expansion is by encouraging rural settle¬ 
ment.

Many complaints have reached the 
office of the Prohibition Commissioner 
of alleged exorbitant prices charged 
by the Druggitss. and .In order to as* 
slst in a general reduction to harmon¬ 
ise more nearly with the official store 
prices, a discount of ten per cent, 
henceforward will be allowed to the 
Druggists by the Government. This 
arrangement has now gone into effect. 

Commencing on June i next all 
prescriptions for liquor issued by the 
medical profession In British Colum¬ 
bia must be on a printed form to be 
supplied by the Government. The first 
series of the new form will be num¬ 
bered confceculively from 1 to 100.0*0, 
this departure having been provided 
for In the amendments to the British 
Columbia Prohibition Act passed at 
the recent session of the Legislature.

In producing raw material, fqr In¬ 
stance. la corrected before AjO ounce of 
that material Is accepted. Instead of 
later, whan the ouu-rU would have 
been paid for, and time, labor and ma¬ 
chining spent upon a part, only to 
have It discarded because of faults 
which should have b o o n prevented at 
the soifrce. 

The Republic Inspectors next tackls 
material as soon as it reaches the fac¬ 
tories. A portion of each batch of 
raw steel stock la taken and put In 
I the laboratories, where the engineers' 
specifications must be met or the ship¬ 
ments turned back. Production re¬ 
quirements are carefully studied, and 
vast quantities of the steel stock, suf¬ 
ficient to meet all demands for a period 
of five weeks, are ordered. With so 
great a supply always on hand, there 
is plenty of time for careful chemical 
analysis by the Republic laboratory 
experts. 

By means of a novel stock room ar- 
[ rangement. a green man may Instantly

For gas to escape It 
must enter one of the tightly closed 
gaps, travel half the Inner circumfer¬ 
ence of the ring, and escape through

TO WASH AN AUTO 

Dealer Says Careful Steady 
Work Required Pre¬ 
serve Finish 


"Washing an intomahihi U not an 
Intricate procedure, yet few car own¬ 
ers know the correct way to go about 
it says one of the local dealers. 

“A good finish Hhould last not less 
than uvo yean If It Is properly cared 
for. he continues. 

“The proper washing of an automo¬ 
bile takes time, and it must be done 
at the right time. To wash a limou¬ 
sine properly requires two hotm' 
careful, steady, hard work. A touring 
car does not take so long. 

"If mud is allowed to dry on the car 
it Is harder to get a>ff. and stains the 
varnish permanently. Mud should 
never be permitted to remain on a 
car overnight. If a chauffeur expects 
to keep his car looking fine, he must 
flush off the mud at night, no matter 
how Uate It la The work need not 
take more than half an hour, and the 
car «# i he thoroughly washed and 
polisjn In the morning. 

••Guard against the too free use of 
soap, using water with too much 
force and washing the hood before It 
In cooled. Most public garages where 
cars are washed Mart late in the 
evening, and if a car has been used 
in the morning the mud. of course, hns 
had a chance to dry. and the varnish 
will never look so Arell again. 

Give Driver Credit. 

"If your car always looks well, do 
not think It is luck or a particularly 
good Job of finishing. It would not 
look well If your driver had not put 
a good deal of time on his work, which 
he might have shirked. 

"In olden days no coachman would 
permit a fine carriage to go un¬ 
washed. no matter how late he came 
into the stable at night, You must 
treat an automobile the same way 
Varnish on automobiles Is subject to 
the same troubles, and It ought to look 
better because it docs not have am¬ 
monia fumes of the stables to contend 
with.

The trial flight of th® most remark-
